WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi­ 
dent Kennedy formally ratified

treaty today, calling it “a clear 
and honorable national commit­ 
ment” to the cause of man’s sur­ 
vival. 
Kennedy, in a ten-minute cere­ 
mony in the historic Treaty Room 
of the White House, said the 
agreement to ban all but under­ 
ground nuclear tests was “great 
with promise” and marks a begin­ 
ning that could lead to further 
East-West agreements. 
“If this treaty fails,” Kennedy 
said, “it will not be our doing, 
and even if it fails, we shall not 
regret that we made this com­ 
mitment.”

The President said the United 
States “can and must keep our 
vigilance”—an obvious reference 
to his earlier promise that the na­ 
tion would be in a position to 
quickly resume atmospheric test­ 
ing of nuclear weapons should 
some other power violate the 
treaty.

ly.” She was harassed from No­ 
vember. 1936, to February. 1960, 
“by 
numerous 
telephone 
calls 
which she belived were intended 
by the defendant to harass the 
plaintiff.” 
She alleges that the fire com­ 
pany “wrongfully maintained a 
side door leading from its build­ 
ing and, contrary to orders of the 
state Department of Labor to 
close the exit, continues to use 
said door.” 
TRESPASSING AND LITTERING 
In 1959 the firemen "excavated 
and installed a gas line without 
regard to safety of the plaintiff" 
and "has made numerous tres­ 
passes on the plaintiff’s property 
in connection with the line." In 
addition the fire company has "on 
several occasions permitted weeds 
to grow along the side of its build­ 
ing and over its gas line." 
During the winters of 1959. 1960 
and 1961 the firemen “wilfully and 
maliciously removed snow from 
its premises with heavy machin­ 
ery dumping this snow on plain­ 
tiff’s property and damaging trees 
and shrubbery as well as moving 
and 
dislodging 
several 
large 
stones which rendered further care 
of the lawn of the plamff impos­ 
sible and dangerous. 
"On several occasions the de­ 
fendant has littered the plaintiff’s 
property with beer cans, bottles 
and other refuse. 
HARD ON NERVES 
“On various occasions defendant 
holds events and parties at which 
alcoholic beverages are sold and 
these celebrations 
prevent 
the 
plaintiff from any use of her prop­ 
erty. 
"On several occasions hops and 
bingo games are allowed on the 
premises by the defendant at 
which time amplifying systems 
are used. 
Miss Becker claims the events 
have caused her to require medi­ 
cal treatment for a bad nervous 
system, loss of sleep, loss of 
ability to work, injury to her emo­ 
tional system “and the like." 
MISSED OPPORTUNITY 
As a result of the situation, 
she claims, she was unable to 
accept various promotions in her 
organization and lost wages to 
the extent of $6,053.

COUNCIL OPENS 
SECOND WEEK 


VATICAN CITY 'A P '-T he Ro­ 
man Catholic Ecumenical Council 
began the second week of its cur­ 
rent session today with represent­ 
atives of many Orthodox churches 
still missing from their reserved 
seats in St. Peter’s Basilica.

It has never been possible for 
all children to enjoy the special 
advantages of the p a r o c h i a l 
school. When I was growing up, 
and even when my children were 
young, there were only few pa­ 
rochial schools in the areas in 
which we lived. In these circum­ 
stances mothers and fathers were 
forced to assume much of the 
responsibility 
for 
the religious 
education of their children. When 
my children were young I remem­ 
ber how often I used to take 
them for a walk or do some er­ 
rands at the corner store and on 
the way home we would make a 
point to stop at church to pray, 
In this way the children would 
not think the church was some 
place where people went only 
on Sundays. As they grew older, 
we would discuss feast days, like 
Easter for instance, as they were 
usually at home together for the 
Easter holidays. Later on when 
they visited sacred shrines, as in 
the Holy Land, we would discuss 
these places and the events in 
our Lord’s 
life. 
We regularly 
talked about the Gospel on Sun­ 
days at home, or some liturgical 
aspect of the Mass, and selected 
a child at random at Sunday din­ 
ner to describe what the Gospel 
was about and its meaning for 
him. In this way, I always felt 
interest was stimulated and re 
ligious events were brought into 
the area of our daily family liv 
ing.

In their later lives, too. Blessed 
Elizabeth Steon continued to show

early. Mother' Seton continued to 
work indefatigably for the chil­ 
dren entrusted to her care in the 
school as well as for Sisters in 
the Community. Her instructions 
were simple and practical. She 
stressed efficiency in administra­ 
tion and pedagogy which were 
to be achieved through simplicity 
and directness of approach. She 
taught hard work as a means of 
salvation and perfection. And all 
was to be donewith an open hand, 
warm heart and friendly smile. 
In her later life though suffer­ 
ing severe physical pains she 
worked night and day to relieve 
illness in others and to comfort 
the stricken souls of those about 
her; she labored without com­ 
plaining and then placed the out­ 
come in the hands of God. 
The life of Blessed Elizabeth 
Seton is full of those practical 
virtues that appeal to the Ameri­ 
can woman! All of us can find, 
as I have found, some problems 
in her life which parallel those 
of our own—and her solution of 
them can be a great inspiration 
to us. Sanctity, through Blessed 
Mother Steon, becomes an attain­ 
able thing, a state which we can 
acquire, if we be faithful as she 
was in our duties towards God 
and towards our neighbor. How 
proud we should be that the first 
truly American saint is at the 
some time a truly realistic model 
for American women.

"Today, as we honor our new- 
ly beatified Mother Seton, we 
pay tribute to another woman,

The player pool of $1,017,546.43

The players get the lion’s share 
of the money in the first four 
games. After that, the money is 
divided four ways among the two 
participating club owners and the 
two leagues after taxes and the 
commissioner’s 15 per cent are 
deducted.
